All Nominated Except Two. 

Then came the nominations for the chair- 
manship. They followed -fast and in three 
minutes every commissioner except Mr. 
Branan and Captain Brotherton had been 
named. 

Mayor King was the first to speak after 
Chairman English announced that nomina- 
tions were in order. 

“I desire,” he said, “to place in nomina- 
tion a man who is in every way capable of 
filling the place of chairman. He has the 
ability, the spirit and the nerve. I refer 
gentlemen, to Mr. G. E. Johnson.” 

As he sat down Mr. Venable took the floor 
and in a calm way said that he wished to 
put the name of the present chairman be- 
fore the board. He had served in that ca- 
pacity long and faithfully. It should be 
the pleasure of the board to re-elect him. 

Mr. Johnson next arose. 

“I want to nominate,” he said, ‘‘a man 
who is in every way able to fill this place. 
He is true and steady—in every way fitted 
to take the position. I'll tell you what I 
think,’’ the commissioner went on, “I be- 
lieve that we ought to educate a man to 
this place. Captain English is getting old 
and we need some man to take the place 
in case of an emergency. Let us educate 
some man up to the place. I piace in 
nomination Captain Brotherton.”

The Vote Follows. 

The numerous nominations perplexed the 
crowd. No one had expected such a state 
of affa.rs. With four in the field it was 
evident that the voting wvuld be interest- 
ing. And it was. 

“Lets to the vote,’’ said Captain English. 
‘We are happily situated. There are plen- 
ty to choose from.”’ : 

There was a scribbling of names and 
Secretary Branan got ready his hat. It 
was passed around. The result showed 
that Johnson had received 2 votes, Venable, 
2; Brotherton, 1, and Englisn, 1. 

“No election, gentlemen; prepare your 
ballots again,’ said the chairman. Three 
more times the hat was passed around 
with the same result. 

Venable Wants to Get Out. 

Before the fifth ballot could be prepared 
Commissioner Venable was on his feet 
and asked that his name be withdrawn. 

“TI wish to save time in this matter,”’ he 
said. “I do aot seek this place. I do not 
want it. I believe that I am the only man 
on the board who is not seeking it. 
If I was elected I could not fill the place 
satisfactorily to myself and to the city. 

“Its pure nonsense for us to continue in 
this way. Let us reach some conclusion. 


COMMISSIONER JOHNSON.

I am candia enough to say that I shall 
in all favor Captain English. I shall vote 
as my conscience dictates, but I really think 
that we should come to an agreement.’”’ 
Captain English Talks Plainly. 
Captain English got up. It was evident 
fiat he was in earnest. He spoke slowly 


and distinctly. 
“T want to say that I have heard that

The roll 
was called ten times over, and each time 
with the same result as before. Hach com- 
missioner stuck to his man. An immutable 
dead-lock was on.

Venable and His Resolation. 

After the routine of business had been 
disposed of, Commissioner Venable was 
ready with a resolution which caused a 
stir among the crowd. It was aimed direct- 
ly at the reported attempt to put into 
certain offices on the force men other 
than those who are in the department. 

Following is the resolution as read by 
Mr. Venable: 

“Be it resolved, That it is the sense of 
this board that all who have performed 
their duty as officers and men on. the 
police force of Atlanta be retained, and all 
promotions, if any are to me made, be from 
the rank and file of the police force, it 
being a just and proper reward for services 
long and faithfully performed. 

“Be it further resolved, That, should the 
regular list be short, supernumeraries now 
on the list be advanced to regular service, 
and that applicants for positions approved 
by the board be placed on the supernumer- 
ary list, and be advanced from time to 
time as occasion may demand. 

“Be it resolved, That all officers shall 
be sworn to give evidence concerning the 
efficiency and skill of the men under them 
before the list is made out for the year. 

“Be it further resolved, That this board 
shall make every effort to keep the force 
above the plare of politics, and will pro- 
mote only those who deserve the same by 
meritorious conduct and strict attention 
to duty.” 

Mr. Venable'’s Explanation of It. 

“I offer this, he said in support of what 
he had read, ‘‘to stimulate the officers to 
greater efficiency. The men in this depart- 
ment, from the lowest up, should feel that 
there is some reward for good service. 

“It is discouraging to any man to know 
that years and years of service will count 
for naught. I offer this in the spirit of 
fairness. I have not a single man in my 
mind, from the chief down. I want to 
be put on record in saying that this is the 
only course to pursue, as it will engender 
a spirit of rivalry and emulation. I submit 
the resolutions as they are.’’ 

Captain Brotherton Talks on It. 

Until this time Commissioner Brotherton, 
except for calling out his vote, had had 
nothing to say. In all the discussion, he 
had raised no dissenting or approving voice, 
But when Mr. Venable had finished he wage 
on his feet quickly. 

He was of the opinion that Mr. Venabie’s 
resolutions were premature, and he wished 
more time to think them over. That was 
all. So he said that he thought that they 
might be considered at the next meeting 
more properly. 

“Let them lay over,’’ he said. “I think 
that it would be best. I suppose that we 
will have another meeting before the elec- 
tion, and I move that they be carried 
over.’” The vote on this was unanimous. 

There was nothing else to be attended to. 
The election of chairman for that after- 
noon it was evident could not be, so it 
was decided to adjourn until the 25th, at 
which time the balloting will be resumed 
again. : 

Now What of the Result? 


The result of the session yesterday was a 
surprise even to the commissioners them- 
selves. The complications are worse con- 
founded. Thére is no. saying the result. 
All of the commissioners seem firm, but 
the tie-up will have to be broken, and 
what remains will possibly not be known 
until the 25th. 


REV. W. H. HUNT DEAD. 


One of the Oldest Deacons in the Dio- 
cese Called to His Reward. 

Rev. W. H. Hunt, one of the oldest dea- 
cons in the diocese of Georgia, died at the 
residence of his son, Hon. John J. Hunt, 
near Griffin, Ga., last Sunday night. 

Mr. Hunt had been in rather feeble health 
for a long time and the object of his visit 
to Griffin was to improve his health by a 
change of air and scenery. Mr. Hunt 
was a resident of this city for a number 
of years and was known to nearly every- 
body in Atlanta, He was a pure, devout 
and consecrated man, and even in his de 
clining years he was a faithful and de- 
voted worker in the Master’s vineyard. 
Recently the work of Mr. Hunt. has been 
among the colored people and he has 
preached the gospel to them with powerful 
effect, bringing quite a large number of 
them into the church. 

The funeral will occur this morning and 
the interment will be at Griffin. Bishop

The Backeye State's Governor Will Reach 
Atlanta This Afternoon, 


WILL SFEND SOME TIME IN GEORGIA 


But His Friends Say His Visit Has 
No Political Significance 


AND THAT HE WILL MAKE NO SPEECHES 


Mr. Hanna, of Cleveland, Wili Bnatertain 
Himat Thomasville—He Will Meet His 
Friends atthe Aragon This Evening. 


Hon. William McKinley, governor of the 
state of Ohio, will reach the city this after- 
noon, and for several hours he and Mrs, 
McKinley will be the guests of Atlanta 
friends. 

Governor McKinley left Columbus yester- 
day afternoon accompanied by his invalid 
wife and by Hon. J. P. Smith, state librar- 
ian. 

The governor's southern trip is taken, it 
is claimed, with no political purpose what- 
ever. Mrs. McKinley has for years been an 
invalid, and he is coming south for her 
sake, They will go from Atlanta to Thom- 
asville, where they will be the guests of 
Hon. M. A. Hanna, of Cleveland, O., who 
has a handsome home there. Mr. Hanna 
is one of Governor McKinley’s closest 
friends and one of the warmest supporters 
the Ohio governor has. He is a prominent 
manufacturer of Cleveland and for some 
years has been spending his winters in 
Thomasville, 

Mr. Hanna reached the city last night. 
He was joined here by Mrs. W. M. Os- 


borne, of Boston, 

Kinley’s cousin. 
No Political Significance. 

“Governor McKinley’s visit has absolute- 
ly no political significance,” said Mr. 
Hanna, last night, ‘He promised me early 
in the winter that as soon as he could get 
away from his official duties he would 
bring Mrs, McKinley down and be our 
guests, While he is here We will be glad, 
of course, to meet his friends, and he has a 
good many of them here in’ Atlanta. I 
find that not only among the republicans, 
but among the most prominent democrats, 
the governor has many warm admirers. 
He came to Atlanta several years ago at 
the invitation of Mr. Grady, to deliver a 
speech at the Chautauqua, and seems to 
have made a lasting impression upon all 
who heard him.” 

“What about his candidacy for the presi- 
dency ?’’ 

“Well, of course, all of us in Ohio are 
anxious to see him nominated, believing 
that he possesses all the qualities necés- 
sary to leadership and that no man in 
America could make a better president 
than he, He represents, too, his party. 
There is no question about that. I find a 
strong sentiment -in favor of his nomi- 
nation, not only in the west, but in the 
east, and here in the south. He is regard- 
ed as a safe, able man and certainly is 
thgt.”’ 

‘‘What of opposition to him in Ohio?’ 

“Opposition? Why, my boy, there isn’t 
an atom of opposition. That state is a 
unit for her favorite son, No man ever 
went to a convention with more sincere, 
hearty, enthusiastic support from his own 
state than that which Major McKinley 
will.have, Ohio is proud of him and he has 
just the same hearty and sincere support 
from other parts of the country. If you 
want to know my opinion as to the out- 
look, I'll say I regard it as very bright, 
indeed. Governor McKinley would be the 
strongest possible candidate and would 
make a magnificent president.” 

The Programme for Today. 

Governor and Mrs. McKinley will be the 
guests, while here, of Colonel and Mrs. A. 
B. Buck, at their Peachtree home. 

They will reach the city at 2 o’clock and 
will go at once to Colonel Buck's. 

This evening Governor McKinley will be 
at the Aragon for several hours and there 
will meet his friends who may call, 

Early tomorrow morning they will leave 
the city for Thomasville. 

Republicans Gather Together. 

Mr. Hanna met a number of leading re 
publicang last night and while there was 
nothing like a conference, it is natural to 
suppose that there was a good deal of pol- 
itical talk. 

Colonel Buck, Mr. Walter Johnson, Col- 
onel Locke, of Macon, Mr, Ed Angier, Mr. 
Alton Angier and others called on the 
Ohioan, and on Mrs. Osborne, who is with 
him. 

Mr. Hanna is a splendid type of the suc- 
cessful Ohio business man, and he is that 
to a superlative degree. He is a man of 
wealth and power in the business world, 
and has long been one of the powerful 
factors in politics in the Bue’teye state. 

Branching off from the presidency, he 
said of Ohio politics: “Mr. Foraker will be

the Atlanta Electric Company's Franchise 
Considered at Length, 


BOTH SIDES EXHAUSTIVELY ARGUED 


The Committee Failed to Reacha Harmo- 
nious Agreement,and a Minority and 
Majority Report Will Be Made. 


The Atlanta Electric railway, that street 
ear line which has been seeking a fran- 
chise to construct a road to the old water- 
works for the past four months, is not 
much nearer possessing that franchise to- 
day than it was a month ago. 

Among the papers which were surren- 
dered tio the new council by the body that 
went out in 1894, was a petition from the 
Atlanta Electric Railway Company for a 
franchise to construct a line to the old 
waterworks, naming certain streets over 
which the road was to pass. The council 
of 1894 made two reports on the petition, 
and quite a deal of time was consumed in 
discussing the papers by that council, but 
no agreement could be reached. 

With the change of council the paper 
went before the new committee on electric 
and other railroads, composed of Mr. 
Welch, of the second, chairmian; Mr. Dodge, 
Mr. Mayson and Mr. Harralson. The new 
committee gave the paper a consideration 
and asked for further time. That was early 
in the year. Then it went to the committee 
for more consideration; and at the last 
meeting of the general council a report 
favorable to the granting of the franchise 
was submitted, but the report was not con- 
sidered because Mr. Joel Hurt, of the Con- 
soldated company, was out of the city, 
and expressed through his associates a de- 
sire to be heard.

The council chamber carried a good sized 
crowd when Mr. Welch called the commit- 
tee to order. Just before making the call, 
however, the members of the committee 
conferred as to the time to be allowed each 
of the speakers, and while it did not come 
to any ‘expression as to the limit, every 
member made it apparent that the shorter 
the talk the more the pleasure. In calling 
the meeting to order Mr. Welch said: 

“This, gentlemen, all of you who are in- 
terested know, is an adjourned meeting of 
this committee, and the adjournment was 
breveht about by the desire of Mr. Hurt, 
of the Consolidated company, to be heard 
upon this question. Since the question of 
this franchise has been discussed before 
this committee the two railroads have con- 
sumed over twenty hours in talking, and 
it is the request of this committee that 
each of the speakers will be as brief as 
possible this afternoon. The members of 
the committee suggest that the speakers 
might confer and see how much time they 
may want. But at the same time we 
hope they will bear in mind that there are 
quite a number of citizens here who will 
want to be heard.” 

“Of that twenty hours to which the 
chairman refers,” said Mr. T. B. Felder, 
smiling, “I think I have taken about sev- 
en, and I don’t kniow that I have anything 
else to say. As I understand it, this meet- 
ing is for the purpose of hearing from Mr. 
Hurt. Now, after he has talked i may 
want thirty minutes within which to reply, 
provided he presents any new argument 
why this franchise should not be granted.” 

Mr. Hurt declared that he could not pre- 
gent his side of the case in thirty minutes, 
and suggested that the citizens present who 
wanted to be heard should be given the 
floor. 

“Just to make the whole thing easy,” 
said Mr. Harralson, “I move that we make 
it a go for all, and that everybody be al- 
lowed to talk and talk as long as he 
wants,” 

The motion was adopted, and then Mr. 
Harralson read a paper which had. been 
filed with the committee since the last 
meeting, by the Consolidated ‘company.

Clarence Knowles was designated by 
Judge Newman yesterday morning as the 
foreman of the United States grand jury 
for the March term of the court. 

This honor is worthily bestowed upon A 
well-deserving bisiness man who will show 
pefore he has been in office a week that 
he fully appreciates the magritude of the 
compliment that Judge Newman has thus 
paid to bis ability. 

The duties encumbent upon the foreman 
of the United States grand jury are by no 
means light, and in erder to fully measure 
the responsibilities imposed upon him by 
this high office it is necessary for him to 
be vigilant and active and to have a spe- 
cial regard for the smaller, and apparently 
irsignificant, détails on which criminal ir- 
dictmonts are frequently based.

It is customary to say of each jury that 
ite membership is composed of the best 
citizens of the district. The custom is a 
good one and, in the present case, its appli- 
cation is peculiarly appropriate. Though 
largely composed of thrifty, and public-spir- 
ited business men living in the city, it is rep- 
resentative of the entire district, and it 
may be safely affirmed, in advance of any 
official action taken by that body, that the 
law will be enferced without fear or favor 
and that all the interests of the district 
will be protected without discrimination. 
| On account of the very brief session of 
the grand jury yesterday morning no true 
bills were retu-ned. 

Judge Newman to the Jury. 

Judge Newman, in his charge to the 
grand jury yesterday morning, delivered 
one of the ablest and most thorough legal 
discourses that has ever proceeded from 
the bench in the northern district of Geor- 
gia. 

In the quality of its diction, as well as 
in the vigor of its thought and logic, the 
charge of Judge Newman yesterday morn- 
ing is a masterpiece and will compare fa- 
yorably with any judicial speech to be found 
in the literature of the law. 

Special stress was laid by him upon the ne- 
cessity of bringing all guilty parties to 
justice who have violated the revenue 
laws, but not to venture too near the ex- 
treme of bringing trivial cases into court 
that only incur the expense of a prosecution 
without promoting the ends of justice. 
After calling the attention of the jury to 
the various statutes that were frequently 
viclated, making it necessary to frame in- 
dictments and to prosecute the offenders 


yigorously, Judge Newman proceeded to 


yay his respects to the whitecappers of the 
district. 

The following is the full text of Judge 
Newman's charge on this point: 

“I come now to a class of cases, Mr. 
Foreman and gentlemen, with which ycu 
will have more to do, perhaps, than any 
other. Unfortunately in this district for 
many years, owing largely to the rugged 
and mountainous character of the country, 
I presume, in the northern portion of the 
district especially, violations of the inter- 
nal revenue laws of the United States have 
been numerous and wide spread. The great 
difficulty existing in the enforcement of this 
law is this: Whén you take one of these 
cases separately it seems comparatively a 
small matter that a man should make a 
few gallons of whisky unlawfully and with- 
out paying the tax thereon, defrauding the 
government, in each case, of but a small 
sum; but when we look at the aggregate 
of the matter, its mumerous expense, its 
kng continuance and its great influence for 
evil, as well as the large amounts which 
the government has expended for its sup- 
pression, it becomes a question of the 
most serious importance.” 

Here Judge Newman spgke at length upon 
the various offenses growing out of the 
moonshining business and continued: 

“I state to you now, gentlemen, and I 
state it through ‘you that it may go out, 
if possible, through the district, that for 
offenses hereafter committed, the court 
feels compelled to be more severe in its 
punishment than it has been heretofore. 
It is for that reason, because I feel obliged 
from a sense of duty to deal more severely 
With these offenses, that I wish to dis- 
card, so far as possible, mere frivolous 
transactions and trifling acts, and to deal 
only with real and substantial violations 
of the law. When the court has only this 
class of offenses before it, it can deal with 
them in a manner it cannot do when it 
feels that the offense is not of such a 
character as to justify the infliction of 
severe punishment. 

“An important matter in this district 
has recently become conspiracies formed 
in the effort to intimidate and injure those 
Who testify in this court against violators 
Of the internal revenue laws. The abso- 
lute necessity of the court protecting its 
OWn witnesses needs no argument from 
me to an intelligent grand jury. If the 
Courts are to arrive at the justice and 
truth of cases, and correctly administer 
the law, everybody must be free, absolute- 
ly free, fo testify freely, fully and voluntari- 
ly what they know, both in civil and 
criminal cases; and the absolute and im- 
Perative duty to protect witnesses in this

Gammage et al, v. Atlanta and West Point 
Railroad Company, Before Judge Van 
Epps, City court of Atlanta. 
Lumpkin, J.—There being evidence to 

Warrant the jury in finding that the homi- 

cide, for which the plaintiffs were legally 

entitled to sue, was caused by the running 
of the defendant’s train, this evidence, in 
connection with the legal presumption of 
regligence against the company imposed 
by section 3023 of the code, was sufficient 
to carry the case to the jury, unless that 
presumption was fully rebutted by other 
evidence. The defendant having introduced 
no evidence at all, and it not appearing 
from the evidence fer the plaintiffs that this 
presumption was in all respects completely 
1ebutted, it was error to grant a nonsuit. 

Judgment reversed.

While this sec- 
tion was not at all pertinent, the reading 
of it, under the circumstances, could not 
have resulted in any injury to the accused

FOR $8,500 DAMAGES 


One of the Largest Judgments Ever 
Obtained in the City Court. 


GREW OUT OF A REAL ESTATE TRADE 


Colonel Thomson Speaks of It as Snap 
Judgment — Mr. Rountree Says 
There Was No Detense.

Last Tuesday a judgment for $8,500 was 
obtained by Attorney Daniel W. Rountree, 
of Glenn & Rountree, in the case of C. E. 
King against Gustav A. F. Myer, in Judge 
Van Epp’s court. 

It is one of the largest judgments ever 
obtained in the city court, and back of it 
is an interesting story, which, according 
to friends of Mr. Myer, is simply to be 
marked ‘“‘to be concluded,”’ and the conclu- 
sion may develop matters of interest. 

The suit was brought as a suit for dam- 
ages. According to the papers filed by the 
Plaintiff, Mr. Myer is an eccentric person 
or, is at least in the habit of doing eccen- 
tric things Mr. C. E. King some time ago 
was in partnership with Mr. W. H. Withers 
in the real estate business and they pur- 
chased from Mr. Gustav Myer'and wife a 
piot of land of about ten acres. It was 
agreed, according to the petition filed in 
court, that the notes given by King & 
Withers were to be taken up as they fell 
due, but that the fact that the property 
was not to be paid for in cash would not 
prejudice any rights the purchasers would 
have possessed under a warranty deed. 

In fact, it is claimed that Mr. Myer not 
Only agreed that King & Withers were to 
Sell the lots they intended to subdivide the 
ten acres into, but that he would assist 
them in every way possible and direct 
would-be purchasers to them. The real es- 
tate men went to work at once to improve 
the property and put it on the market. It 
was platted, and the names of the streets 
to be worked out were put upon neat 
and attractive signs. The first note, for 
$1,000, fell due and was pafa, and when the 
next fell due it was paid also. In the mean- 
time there had been a couple of lots sold 
and a trade was on foot whereby the real 
estate men would make a profit of several 
thousand dollars. But Mr. Myer suddenly 
changed his mind about the property. He 
warned every one off, and put up a sign 
which stated in emphatic and unmistak- 
able terms that any one attempting to build 
fences or interfere with the land or come 
— it would be prosecuted for trespass- 
ng. 

Those who went out to view the property 
were told, so the petition claims, that the 
lots were not for sale. Mr. Myer also took 
charge of all the signs and gathered them 
in his back yard where they could be under 
his immediate supervision. Notwithstand- 
ing all this, the petition declares that Mr. 
Myer, who has since moved out of the 
State, sent to a local bank two notes for 
collection. When the first note fell due it 
was not paid, and the bank was notified 
that action had been taken against Mr. 
Myer and wife. The suit was called in 
Judge Van Epps’s court, and, after a short 
hearing, the jury signed the verdict for 
Says That It Was a Snap Judgment. 

It so happened that Colonel Milton A. 
Candler, of Candler & Thomson, in. look- 
ing over the court record the latter part of 
last week saw the verdict. He is a friend 
of Mr. Myer and was very much surprised 
that a verdict of such a size should have 
been permitted to go undefended. He was, 
so it is said, indignant, and termed it a 
snap judgment. At any rate, he took notes 
on the matter and has written to his friend. 

“It was a snap judgment,” said Colonel 


Thomson, speaking of matter.\‘ We 
are not Mr. Myer’s attgrneys) but Colonel 
Candler and he aré@friends, an eblonel 


has written to him.”’ 
What Mr. Daniel W. Rountree Suys. 
“It was simply a plain judgment where 
there was no defense. Mr. Myer must have 
known of it. The bank where the notes 
were deposited was informed that an at- 
tachment had been issued. The suit -was 
filed and was called in its regular and legal 
order.’’
